It is sometimes thought best to have a 
little reception service for the new Cradle 
Roll members. ‘The baby’s mother and fa- 
ther are invited to come with the baby, if 
convenient.

At the proper moment the superintendent 
invites the parents to rise, and, with their 
baby, they are introduced by name to the 
Sunday-school department. 

The children of the department arise and 
in a song of welcome acknowledge the intro- 
duction and accept the baby as a member 
of the Sunday-school.
